(By United ITM#) 
Washington, Sept. * I I.— A general 
checkup of the rosery** organization 
of the army seemed probable today 
a* the result of certain disappoint­ 
ments in the defense test. 
Although the 
W ar 
Department 
termed the general results "satisfac­ 
tory," it is understood that the tu r n ­ 
out of one-day volunteers and the 
number of communities participating 
were not entirely what was hoped 
for. 
Out of th*- 16.792.781 persons who 
participated in the test throughout 
the country, only 
838,000 
offered 
themselves for one day’s service with 
any of the regular military organiza­ 
tions. 
With 120,000 regular army troops 
and 272,000 national guard troops 
the actual military mobilization was 
only 1,220,000 men. 
Another feature of the test that 
was a disappointment was the rela­ 
tively small proportion of American [ 
communities which held services. 
Though all of the larger ones held 
Imposing demonstrations the number 
of communitieH engaged 
was 
only 
6,535, or about one-eighth of the 
52.000 incorporated communities in 
the country.

Bernard Grant, 19-year old youth 
Sentenced to hang October 17 In con­ 
nection with the m urder of Patrol­ 
man Ralph Bonders during a holdup 
Iii December, 1922, thus unburdened 
himself to the United Pe** today In 
the visitor's room of the Cook county 
jail. 
"I don't hold no 
hard 
feelings 
against those two. 
They're good 
fellows aud I ani glad to see them go 
to the big house Instead of sw ing­ 
ing. 
But I don’t think I’ve had a 
fair break. 
"They confessed and pleaded guil­ 
ty and spent a lot of money hiring 
fine lawyer*. 
They got off with go­ 
ing to prison. 
"I didn't have anything to do w ith 
the murder. 
All I did was get tied 
up w|f h It berime* some of the police­ 
men had seen me around the street 
corner* and said I was a little wild.” 
There is nothing of the super-in 
tellectuai In Grant. He has no horde 
of powerful friends. 
Anyone of a 
thousand youths In the hack of the 
yarda district where he was born 
and raised and got what education 
In* ha* received would look Just like 
Ii I in. 
Thin, almost underfed, he looks at 
the visitor almost pleadingly. In hie 
gray eye* there is un obvious fear of 
the gallows. 
"Yes. I’m nervous," he confessed. 
"It isn't long until 
October 
17, 
when you think of what'* coming. 
Now that these boys have got off 
there may he someone who will pay 
u little attention to my case. Maybe 
the money that helped 
them 
will 
help me too. 
"You know, I was never arrested 
before. 
Well, I did get fined $5 once 
for walking past the color line d u r­ 
ing the rare riots. 
But I never did 
gi t pulled up for anything serious. 
“ It'n tlie honest to God tru th , I 
didn’t do that m urder. 
All I w ant 
Is an even chance to prove It. 
"I never had any education and 
no chances, 
lf I had, you can bet I 
Wouldn't be here, and if I had got 
Into a fix ilk*; this I'd stand a better 
• hance to get out. 
I was horn down there In Chicago 
on South Halstead street. 
I had to 
leave when I was only 14. 
My fa th ­ 
er lost both legs in a railroad acci­ 
dent and warks on artificial legs 
and crutches. 
"Up until the time I was taken up 
I worked and helped support my mo­ 
ther.” 
Walter Krauser, 19, who confessed 
to the murder of the policeman.

F arm crops specialists of the U niversity of Minnesota fore­ 
see ii perplexing' seed corn situation iii M innesota in 1925. 
I he 
belated spring and cool slim mer have kept the corn crop weeks 
behind its normal schedule, so that com paratively little mature 
corn is likely to lie gathered this year. 
The specialists point out that in the spring of J918, atter the 
soft corn year of 1917, good seed corn was hard to get even at 
.$10 a bushel. 
Repetition of the conditions experienced then, per­ 
haps even worse, are feared for the next corn planting season. 
Prof. A. C. Amy, who is in charge of farm crops at thf 
University Farm, says that seed corn of vigorous and high ger­ 
mination may he obtained from ears that have reached the dough 
stage only, provided they are dried out under proper conditions. 
When kernels of the corn are about the consistency of thin bread 
dough they are said to bo in the dough stage. 
Mr. A m y also 
points out that the more mature corn husked before or immedi­ 
ately after the first killing frost can also be used for seed if prop 
erly handled. 
Imported seed corn 
is not 
used to 
Minnesota climate 
and it will take years of planting to bring such corn up to the 
value of our home grown article. 
There lies the importance of 
maintaining a supply of the home grown seed corn.
